The subject matters of claims 1, 4-10 and 13 do not appear to involve an inventive step in view of 
document 1 cited in the ISR. Document 1 describes a liquid denture detergent having a pH of 2.5 to 5, and also 
describes that (1) the detergent can remove the dental calculus deposited on dentures, and (2) an acid such as 
tartaric acid, citric acid, malic acid or phosphoric acid is used as the acid for keeping the pH at 2.5 to 5. 

So, a person skilled in the art could have easily used these acids for removing the dental calculus 
deposited on teeth. 

The subject matters of claims 2 and 3 appear to be novel and to involve an inventive step, since they are 
neither described nor suggested in documents 1-6 cited in the ISR. 
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
